'Washington, July 13.—Overturning 


the majority of its own committee and 
reversing its vote of March 1, ]911, 
the senate today took away from Wil- 
liam Tjorimer his seat as junior sen- 
ator from Illinois by a vote of 5o to 
28. 


A member of the senate since June 


18, 1909, Mr. Lorimer today was de- 
clared to have been the recipient of 
votes secured by "corrupt methods 
and practices" and his election was 
held to be invalid. 


Technically, Mr. Lorimer will pass 


out of the records of the senate as a 
member of that body, notwithstanding 
his more than three years' occupancy 
of his seat. 


Pacing his associates with the dec- 


laration, "I am ready," Mr. Lorimer 
sat in the chamber and heard his fate 
decreed as the roll call showed the 
adoption of the resolution of Sena- 
tor Luke Lea of Tennessee, the sen- 
ate's youngest member. 


The man who for three days had 


held the senate to close attention 
with his remarkable speech of de- 
fense and attack upon his enemies, 
rose wearily from his seat and passed 
baok to a cloakroom door. Senators 
and members of the house gathered 
about him, grasping his hand and pat- 
ting him on the back. Outside the 


senate's door, as Mr. Lorimer stepped 
into the corridor, friends greeted iiini 
again and a party of sister* of char- 
ity pushed forward to e'itpresa re- 
gret. At hie office later, whip a phy- 
sician had attended him, he MM he 
would, not teatve Washington before 
the^ftrst of ne*t week.

THE CASE OF fcORIMER. 


The expulsion oE Wm. Lorimer from 


the United States Senate is an other 
indication of the fact that 'the public 
conscience will not stand for as much 
as it would a few years ago. Many 
others bought their way into the sen- 
ate, and although occasionally criticis- 
ed for their unblushing conduct, nev- 
er before was one driven out because 
of corrupt methods. 


The Lorimer flght lasted over two 


years. 
When the case came to trial 


a year ago, he was whitewashed by 
the standpat majority in the senate, 
and when the 
matter 
was 
again 


brought up at the preserft session, the 
majority of the investigating commit- 
tee again made a favorable report, 
but it was only the last stand of the 
old guard, and by a vote of two to 
one the senator was deprived of his 
office. Tt is also most signiflcent to 
know that party affiliations cut no fig- 
ure in the trial. 'Democrats and re- 
publicans lined up on both sides and 
voted as they chose without any par- 
ty coercion, in the face of which the 
senator was most decisively condemn- 
ed 


A dozen who voted for him a year 


ago have since been retired to private 
life by their constituents and still 
others are likely to go as soon as 
their constituents are heard from. The 
people are 'tired of corrupt politics, 
and herefater a man in public life 
must bo at least reasonably honest in 
his official acts. 


Personally Lorimer is said to foe 


a most likeable man. From a friend- 
less ragged boy of the streets he rose 
by hard work by successive steps to 
the senate. One can hut admire hts 


energy and fortitude in the face of 
difficulties, hut he fell in <with bad 
company and his punishment is the 
result.

the several policemen to perform such 
services as may be assigned to them 
by the Commissioner of Public Jus- 
tice and Safety, and the Chief of Po- 
lice, agreeable to the provisions of 
this ordinance and any other ordin- 
ances of the City, and they are au- 
thorized and required to arrest all 
the persons who shall in any manner 
disturb the quiet and order of the 
city, or <who may be detected in vio- 
lating any ordinance of the city. They 
shall arrest night walkers and all 
such persons as may be found lunk- 


about under suspicious circum- 


stances, and secure them for examiaa. 


Complaints to Be Filed—Exception. 


'Section 8. Whenever the Chief of 


Police or any Policeman, 
or 
other 


authorized officer of fhe City shall 
arrest, or cause to be arrested, any 
person for violation of any ordinance 
of the City, he shall take such per- 
son before the Judge of the Munici- 
pal Court of said "City, and prefer a 
•omplaint. against such person for the 
offense committed. But if the offense 
be committed after the usual hours of 
business a't night, or if the person so 
arrested be in a state of insensibility 
from intoxication, the officer or po- 
policemari making the arrest is here- 
authorized and empowered to com- 
mit such person to the city jail, or 
keep him or her in custody until the 
following day, or take security for 
the appearance of the person arrested 
'before the court. 
Bond—How Token. 


Section 9. 
Tn any case where an of- 


ficer making an arrest shall take se- 
curity for the appearance of the per- 
son arrested before the Court, the 
security shall be a bond with good 
security for One Hundred Hollars, o 
the officer may take the delivery o 
money or other personal property ii 
a sufficient amount to insure the at 
tendence of such person before tht 
Court, but in no case less" than Ter 
Dollars if money is taken, or if prop 
erty be taken as such security, sait 
property shall not be less in value 
than iFifteen Dollars. The officer tak 
ing such security shall receipt for the 
amount of money or propety received 
describing the same, with the date 
of reception and for \\hat purpose 
and the officer taking any such so 
curity shall report the same to the 
Judge of the Municipal Court at the 
opening session 
of 
the 
Court nex 


thereafter, and shall deliver the same 
to said Judge. 
Failure to PHJ O*er Fines 
Collected—PenaWj. 


Section 10.—That 
any 
policemai 


who shall fail to pay any fine oi\cos 
collected by him to the Commissioner 
of Public Justice and Safety, or 'Who 
shall fail to account for and turn over 
all money or property collected or tak 
en by him as security or bond, shall 
upon conviction thereof, be fined in 
any sum not more than One Hundred 
Dollars, shall pay the costs of prose- 
cution and stand committed until such 
fine and costs are paid, and shall be 
liable on his bond for all such sums 
flnes and costs. 
Conduct of Policemen. 


Section 11. It is hereby made the 


duty of the Chief of Police and ev- 
ery policeman of the City to be oblig- 
ing and courteous In his Intercourse 
with the public, and especially with 
the strangers within the city. 
Bond of Policemen. 


Section 12. The Chief of Police and 


each assistant policeman shall exe- 
cute a good and sufficient bond run- 
ning to the City of Ada, Oklahoma, in 
the sum of One Thousand Dollars, to 
be approved by the 'Board of Commis- 
sioners and endorsed by the Commis- 
sioner of Public Justice and Safety, 
and filed with the Commissioners of 
said City, conditioned for the faithful 
performance of his duties as such of- 
ficer. 
Salary—Clue* of Police. 


Section 13. The Chief of Police of 


the City shall receive for all his ser- 
vices the sum of Eighty 'Dollars per 
month, payable monthly by a warrant 
legally drawn on the treasury of said 
city. 
Salaries of Assistant Policemen. 


'Section 14. That 
each 
assistant 


policeman of the City 'Shall receive 
for all his services the sum of 'Sixty- 
five Dollars per month, paya'ble month 
ly by a warrant legally drawn on the 
treasury of said city. 
Policemen Removed. 


Section 15.—The Chief of 'Police and 


all assistant policemen, may fee re- 
moved at any time at the option of 
the Commissioner of public Justice 
and Safety. 
Repeal. 


Section 16. That all ordinances and 


parts of ordinances in conflict here- 
with are hereby repealed. 
Emergency. 


Section 17. -For the preservation of 


the public peace, health and safety, an 
emergency Is hereby declared to ex- 
ist, by reason whereof this act shall 
take effect and be In full force Im- 
mediately upon its passage and ap- 
proval as provided by the Charter of 
said City.

New York, July 6 —'Strangers vistt- 


Ing New York City for the first time 
and even many who have visited the 
city on several occasions, do not, as a 
rule, realize that the importance of 
New York is not altogether due to Its 
enormous population, the greatness of 
its financial and commercial business 
and to its favorafole geographical lo- 
cation as a sea port, but that the city 
is also a great manufacturing centre, 
in fact, the greatest in the world. 


Statistics Just given out by the Fed- 


eral census bureau show that the ag-' 
gregate value of the products manu- 
factured in New York City during the 
year 194)9 reached the staggering to- 
tal of '$2,029,692,576. In the same year 
there were twenty-one industries in 
this city, having .each an annual out- 
put of products valued at more than 
$20,000,000. First in importance among 
the industries of the city is the man- 
ufacture of men's and women's cloth- 
ing. The o,521 establishments engaged 
in'that manufacture in 1909, gave em- 
ployment to about 161,400 wage earn- 
ers and produced goods valued at 
$484,888,000. 


The printing and publishing indus- 


try >was next in importance, with 2,883 
establishments, employing 48,1122 per- 
sons and turning out products valued 
at $183,500,000 Th<* list of other im- 
portant industries in the city includes 
slaughtering 
and 
meat 
packing, 


foundry and machine shop products, 
tobacco 
manufactures; 
bread 
and 


bakery products; malt liquors; milli- 
nery and lace goods; fur goods; gas, 
illuminating and heating; paint and 
varnish; musical instruments; men's 
furnishing goods; druggists' prepara- 
tions lum<ber and timber; coopper, tin 
and sheet iron; artificial llowers and 
feathers, and confectionary.
